IHeie ends the illustrious list of ancient, or, as they arc styled, Clanlc authors, for whom 
mankind are indd>ted to Greece and Rome, those two great theatres of human glory ; 
bat It win erer be regretted that a small part only of their writings hare come to our 
lianda. This was owing to the barbarotu policy of those fierce Illiterate Pagans, who, in 
the fifth century, subverted the Roman empire, and in which practices th^r were Joined 
■con after by the Saracens, or followers of Mahomet. Constantinople alone had escaped 
tfae ravaget of the Baibarians ; and to the fe# literati who sheltered themselves within its 
walls. It chiefly owhag the preservation of those valuable remains of antiquity. To Icanu 
lug, dviUty, and refinement, succeeded worse than Gothic ignorance— the mperstition 
and buflbonery of the church of Rome ; Europe therefore produces few names worthy of 
tecord dining the space of a thousand years ; a period which historians, with propriety, 
denominate the dark or Gothic ages.
